Yes,  it  means  the  restraining  of  our  passions,  the  curb¬ 
ing  of  our  inclinations,  the  disciplining  of  that  little  being  we 
so  proudly  call  self. 

Courage  and  joy  should  be  ours.  In  this  dying  to  our 
lower,  animal  nature  that  we  may  rise  with  Christ,  we  have 
the  admirable  example  of  the  saints.  They  call  upon  us  this 
day  to  enter  the  combat  under  the  banner  of  Christ  the  King. 
If  we  answer  their  challenge,  then  death  for  us  will  not  mean 
the  end  of  life.  Far  from  being  a  phantom  to  be  feared  and 
dreaded,  death  for  us  will  be  but  the  beginning  of  a  new  and 
fuller  and  richer  life.  Death  for  us  will  mean  to  reign  forever 
with  Christ  and  His  saints.

Confession  and  the  reception 
of  Holy  Communion  are  likewise  required.  It  will  suffice 
if  this  obligation  is  fulfilled  sometime  within  the  week  follow¬ 
ing  November  2. 

For  those  who  for  some  reason  are  prevented  from  gain¬ 
ing  the  indulgence  on  these  days,  November  1  and  2,  it  should 
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be  noted  that  the  indulgence,  under  the  same  conditions  stated 
above,  can  be  gained  from  Saturday  noon,  November  7  to 
Sunday  evening,  November  8.
